Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . In response to the prior refusal to consider foreign language reference EP 
658572 as cited on the IDS filed 3/11/2005, applicant has provided additional 
information, including an explanation which appears to comply with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(3) 
as well as an uncertified translation of the reference. However, this submission of 
information is treated as a new information disclosure statement because it has not 
been earlier provided, and the prior IDS which listed this reference did not comply with 
37 CFR 1 .98(a)(3). Accordingly, neither the information provided in applicant's 
response regarding this reference, nor the reference itself, will be considered at this 
time with respect to patentability of the claims because the submission fails to comply 
with 37 CFR 1 .97(d). The instant submission, filed after final rejection, fails to include 
either the required statement or the required fee. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/24/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant's argument in traversal of the rejection over Harrison under 35 USC 
102(e) argues that the reference fails to anticipate the claims because the 
recommended esterification reaction of Harrison may not make the claimed copolymer 
each and every time the reaction is performed. This argument is based on an alleged 
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difference in reactivity between two PIBSA components in the reference composition, 
with applicants' further stating that the thermal PIBSA component could consume all of 
the polyol. This position has no basis in the reference disclosure, which clearly states 
that an esterification reaction between the polyPIBSA/PIBSA mixture will occur, and 
there is no suggestion or implication that the polyPIBSA component is inert to the 
polyol. The polyol-reactive entities on each of the polyPIBSA and thermal PIBSA are 
functionally identical, and therefore, even considering a potential steric factor, the notion 
that the polyPIBSA component would be inert to any polyol reaction is baseless. 

Applicant's argument in traversal of the rejection over Harrison under 35 USC 
103(a) argues that the reference does not specifically recite the various claimed uses as 
fuel and lubrication additives. However, it was for this very reason that the rejection 
was made under 35 USC 103 rather than 35 USC 102. The rejection is based on the 
position that one of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to use the reference 
composition in conventional fuel and lube application, and applicant's traversal 
argument includes nothing which would indicate that the claimed uses are anything 
other than entirely conventional.
